The whole system of the Western 
Maryland east of Highfield on the 
main line is tied up, due to one of 
the most destructive rains in the his­ 
tory of the company that swept Car­ 
roll county early Friday night, wash­ 
ing away aFx.ut one mile of track and 
five small 
bridges. 
At McGinnis, 
about five mib s east of Westminster, 
the main track and two bridges 
and 
at Tannery, three miles west of West­ 
minster, the track and three bridges, 
were completely w'recked and washed 
far out into the fields. 
At McGinnis, 
about 3,000 feet of track was washed 
out, and at 
Tannery, 2500 feet 
of 
track was also destroyed. 
S.Ttion men all along this branch 
of the Western Maryland were sent 
out this morning to load cinder* to 
la1 sent to the scene of the washout.
